Letters to C. R. E. Architect, about a Little Journey 
in the Oise Valley 


By WILLIAM WELLES BOSWORTH. Illustrated by sketches from the notebook of the writer 


My Dear E. :—Here are the sketches of our trip that 
I promised to send you; and here are the written 
memories they evoke as I turn them over. To you, 
who know France so well, they will recall many visions 
of things not noted in them, and taking that into ac- 
count, I do not hesitate, as I should, to send you what 
would otherwise be so slight and inadequate a repre- 
sentation of such interesting material. 

You remember Chantilly, for we were there together 
years ago? I need only recall the walk across that vast 


expanse of paving to make you feel satisfied to be com- 
fortably reposing in your arm chair with your feet up 
and burning your midnight oil as usual. I shall never 
forget the mental and bodily fatigue of it. Le Notre 
must have been carried about in a “chaise porteur.” If 
he had been obliged to walk in those high-heeled shoes, 
wearing that hot curled wig and those muffy lace cuffs, 
he would not have so loved these vast areas of cobble 
stones. Judging from the way the old engravings 
always show such courts, they were often crowded,

with “carosses” and horses by sixes and fours, and 
crowds of servants running about, and so much general 
confusion that they must have seemed none too large. 

And so the “programme” changes. 

Nowadays, and in the United States at least, the 
prince, or his equivalent in a Morgan or Harriman, 
comes unattended, in an automobile. A turn about un- 
der a porte cochére is all that is needed for a fore-court, 
and the gates are at a stone’s throw from the front door. 

You remember those ugly old carp which followed us 
along as we walked by the water, begging with open 
mouths for food. What did they tell us—that they had 
been there since the time of the Grand Condé? Well, 
we fed them again, and thought of you. We wandered 
about the garden; you know the modern French land- 
scape architect calls such a garden “une belle phrase ;” 
and we laughed at the “phrazzle” it wears you to, to 
walk around it. But you didn’t see the little “Pavillion 
de Sylvie.” It’s charming, and so suggestive of things 
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that would be appropriate and delightful in America. 
The octagonal salon with the balconies is fine; and the 
use of lattice work is especially pleasing. One thing that 
we noticed at the stable, | thought would amuse you. The 
stone balusters over the cornice were being renewed 
where they had fallen to pieces, with new ones of cast 
iron, sanded and painted. Think of it! We have often 
seen it done on brown-stone stoops in New York, but 
would never have honored the practice with such a 
precedent. It was so hot that at the inn, where we went 
for dejeuner, they had covered the tile roof with thick 
rush mats which they kept wetting. The evaporation 
cooled the tiles amazingly. Wasn't it clever of them? 
We turned from Chantilly in quest of newer places, 
and poplars marking the way, we pedalled out toward 
the sunset. 

Précy, proved to be the name of the first town to 
greet us. The inn was not of average attractiveness, 
but we were loth to go on without investigating the 
“Ferme des montmorencys” which looked interesting 
from the road. 

After a table-d’-héte with the comis-voyageurs and 
some discussion about American farming implements, 
which were being used extensively in the neighborhood, 
with the maitre d’ hotel, we sauntered forth in the moon- 
light. The little village green with its white church 
steeple, seemed quite like a town in New England; but 
the illusion vanished with the handsome and studied 
vaulting of the interior of the church. The “ferme,” 
we found next morning, to be one of those fine old 
establishments, complete, with its entrance pavilion and 
large court surrounded by the various dwelling quarters 
and stables, through which we passed to outer enclosures 
and the fields beyond. Built of handsome cut-stone 
quoins and cornices, belt courses and frames to 
openings, with stucco filling the panels thus formed,

and thick tiles on the massive roofs, it impressively 
suggested that sense of permanent family occupancy, 
in the mind of the man who built it, in sharp 
contrast to the thought most owners have at home. 
We build country establishments for our own few 
remaining years, as a rule, and expect them to be 
sold when the children divide up the inheritance. 

Religions and monarchies are the friends of archi- 
tecture, as this old country, France, reveals so clearly. 

We recognized St. Leu d’ Esserent from afar. Those 
blinking tower windows were familiar from much inti- 
mate acquaintance with a photograph of them that hung 
in my alcove in “Richardson’s” office in Brookline. 

The “chevet” is fine in plan and looking from the 
windows of the ambulatory off over those green mead- 
ows in the valley below, the church seémed to have 
grown from the spot. It seemed so cool and clear and 
French. Then, too, this Romanesque is most appealing 
in its own historic place, and so different from any of 
the things at home which we always supposed to be 
copies of it; both in detail and ensemble. 

We sketched the old houses and loafed for a while in 
the shadow of a haycock, looking at the old barns of 
the monks and dreaming of the days when they ruled 
the country side, taxing the poor peasants but them- 
selves enjoying life mightily, according to popular repre- 
sentations. Then a skylark soared up above our heads 
showering down his music from the clear sunlight, and 
Shelley and Keats made the place seem remote and 
mediaeval, and we were rather glad to mount our wheels 
and be off to make new conquests of the undiscovered. 

Creil was a manufacturing town, full of smoke and 
heat and grime but it possesses one little gem in its 
murkiness, a church with “no plan at all,” and a fine 
tower. Wandering, picturesque, various, it rested and 
refreshed the mind amazingly to take a seat in its cool 
and dim interior and gaze about in utter inability to de- 
termine, whether it were nave, transept, aisle or choir in 
which one sat. No windows in stated places here, but 
delightful chance perspectives to attract the eye. No 
preacher, however narrow, could preach stiff orthodoxy 
here. 

At Nogent-les-Vierges we fell upon the genuine 
Romanesque. The fat, ripe arches of the little tower,

cosied up together between the buttresses, in that happy 
relationship of openings and solids, almost made one 
regret the later Gothic, especially as applied to little 
churches. 

The bells sounded so merry, through these openings 
that they summoned thoughts of hope, not of despair. 
The garden at the South, made a pretty foreground to 
the priest’s house, huddled up against the transept, and 
the priest himself looked like the church, for he was

fat and jolly and very knowing, too, as we found on 
accepting his cordial invitation to take a “petit verre” 
in his cool little salon. He had traveled even to the Holy 
Land, knew the history of the development of roman- 
esque, and gave us many suggestions about the neigh- 
boring churches and their histories.

The one at Villers St. Paul we found full of interest, 
especially because of the quaint character of the carving 

A church and ferme at Rieux delayed us for an hour, 
and the curious little fortified church at Brenouville ab- 
sorbed longer still, so that by the time we reached St. 
Maxence, where we planned to spend the night, it was 
late and we were weary, heated and hungry and looking 
forward with sharpened fancy to the good hotel we 
knew was there. But alas! on entering the town we 
discovered that it was “en fete.” Flags and lanterns 
on every door and the streets crowded with merry- 
makers. At the hotel we were given the disordered 
remains of the exhausted “table d’hote,” but no “cham- 
bres a coucher” at any price. Moreover, the other hotels

were all filled to the brim and we turned wearily back 
across the bridge pushing our wheels through the 
crowd and sadly resigned ourselves to the thought of a 
night under the haycocks on a distant hill. It was 
later now than when we had enquired at the station 
hotel and persistency whispered a reminder in our ear. 
It had happened that two guests had not arrived by the 
train expected and the thriftiness of the proprietress, 
together with her commiseration for “la dame ameri- 
caines” made her take us in under her wing, and we 
found ourselves in exultant occupancy of the best rooms 
in the house,,when we should have gladly accepted cots 
in the corridor.

ENERAL NOTES ON SPECIFICATIONS 
AND CONTRACTS 
BY WM. BROKAW BAMFORD, A. M. Am. Soc. C. E. 


PART Ill 


Specifications may be one of three general classes: 

a. Specifications accompanying complete detailed 

drawings. 

b. Specifications accompanying general drawings only. 

c. Specifications unaccompanied by any drawings, and 

commonly referred to as general specifications. 

These classes are all found in practise and each has its 
own particular sphere of usefulness. 

a. This is the class of work which should be followed 
in the best practise. 

For the better architectural work it is usual and most 
desirable that the drawings and details be as full and 
complete as possible. The architect will work out the 
details of construction, size of various materials, etc., 
leaving only the shop and erection details to thé con- 
tractor. The work being thus definitely determined be- 
fore estimates are received the contractor knows with 
reasonable certainty how to estimate the work. The 
specification would then be limited to matters affecting 
the erection of the work, the materials to be used and 
any desirable directions of the methods to be followed in

construction, and would cover the design of only such 
work as cannot be well shown on the drawings. 

b. When for any cause complete drawings and de- 
tails will not be provided, the specifications must de- 
scribe work not completely shown by drawings in suffi- 
cient detail to permit its being properly constructed. 
This may require statements affecting its design as well 
as its construction. This method is not good practise 
and should be avoided wherever possible and the speci- 
fications restricted to their logical field. 

c. If only general conditions are determined and with- 
in certain limits, the design, details of construction, ma- 
terials, etc., may be varied, then the specification should 
contain general requirements concerning loads, allow- 
able working stresses and strength of materials, etc., to 
be assumed in working out the design, materials to be 
used and any particular conditions affecting the con- 
struction and erection. The type of requirements in 
such a specification would then follow the principle gov- 
erning good building laws, giving the fundamental re- 
quirements which must govern the materials and con- 
struction in order to insure good and safe structures. 

This class is not to be recommended and is excep- 
tional in the better architectural work, although it is fol- 
lowed by some practitioners in connection with rein- 
forced concrete or steel construction, plumbing, heating, 
electrical work, etc., in order to secure possible lower 
bids based on the standard construction of the manu- 
facturers. For such conditions the usual specifications 
should be amplified, if specifications are provided by 
the architect. It is usual, however, to require contrac- 
tors to submit, with their proposals, complete specifica- 
tions and detailed drawings of the work covered by their 
estimates. 

A good specification should contain the following es- 
sential features: 

1. Completeness—Every requirement properly speci- 
fied, and provision made to check work to insure 
nothing is omitted. 

2. Accuracy—Specifying clearly what is desired ; per-

mitting the correcting of former errors, revising 
methods, and the adding of new matter. Oppor- 
tunity for expansion. 

3. Brevity—Elimination of superfluous matter and 
condensation of descriptions by careful selection 
of words and expressions. 

4. Arrangement—Placing subjects in proper .and 
clearly defined divisions and sub-divisions to in- 
sure general conditions, etc., clearly indicating 
the work they were intended to govern, and to 
facilitate ease in reference. 

These features will be taken up and analyzed in their 

order. 

Completeness—This is the first essential feature of a 
good specification. Everything should be specified 
which is not clearly shown on drawings. All require- 
ments should clearly define the result whose accomplish- 
ment is the object of the contract, being a general state- 
ment of the work to be performed, description of ma- 
terials, quality required, and workmanship to be per- 
formed, with definite limits as to what tests must be 
made to determine compliance with requirements of the 
contract or what defects would be sufficient cause for 
rejection. No information should be withheld which 
would be necessary to inform a contractor just what he 
will be required to do and just what the architect will 
demand as fulfilling the requirements, leaving as little 
as possible to the imagination or to a speculation on 
possibilities. 

It is certainly to the architect’s, as well as the owner’s 
interest to have contracts drawn so as to leave no room 
for doubts or uncertainties, and the more accurately they 
describe the work required the keener will competition 
become. Contractors’ figures will become more truly 
estimates (neither too high nor too low), and a more 
healthy and agreeable state of affairs would exist. 
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Where specifications are not specific and too much is 
left to be done, “as the architect shall direct,” the con- 
tractor has nothing to guide him as to how much to 
allow for an item so specified, except his knowledge of 
the “personal equation” or temperament of the architect, 
and this must largely govern the price he may submit. 

To prepare a complete specification all matters should 
be settled before the execution of the agreement. It 
may be found that for various reasons some points can- 
not be determined until the work is under construction. 
In such a case the specifications should stipulate a “pro- 
visional amount” of money for a specified purpose, to be 
expended under the direction of the architect. If this 
“provisional amount” is too large the excess shall revert 
to the owner, and if too small the owner shall pay the 
increase. 

If completeness is to be assured in writing a specifi- 
cation, some method must be followed to act as a check 
on work to be done, methods used, etc., otherwise essen- 
tials, as well as desirable requirements, may be over- 
looked in the hurry usually incident to the actual prepar- 
ation of specifications. An architect may know just 
what he wants, but may find too late, through an over- 
sight, the specification does not contain numerous mat- 
ters which should have been inserted. Memory is a 
valuable and desirable faculty, but it can be overtaxed, 
and a handy check or reference list would prevent it 
going too far astray. 

Accuracy—This comes next in importance to com- 
pleteness. Everything may be specified, yet the wording 
or meaning may be ambiguous, meaningless or demand- 
ing the impossible. No clause should be so written that 
none but its author could accurately decide what it was 
intended to specify. More errors are made in the au- 
thor’s opinion by conscientious contractors, through mis- 
understanding or ambiguity of requirements, than by 
direct intention to do work differently than is required. 
Many important law suits have hinged upon the mean- 
ing of a single word. Foresight is more difficult to ac- 
quire than hindsight, but few make even the most ordi- 
nary effort to obtain some comprehension of it. Many 
architects follow the principle, “laissez faire,” and do 
not carefully study and analyze their specifications to see 
if they actually say what they intend them to say, but 
wait until some objection is raised by contractors to the 
specified requirements. Even then the point at issue may 
not be corrected or permanently noted to prevent its re- 
occurance in future work. Too often the suggested 
changes of contractors are not carefully considered on 
their merits, but are lightly set aside with the feeling 
that a contractor would never make a suggestion that 
did not financially benefit himself. Assume that such 
suggestions did lessen the cost of the work and it was 
not advisable to adopt them for this contract, might they 
not be worth considering in some future contract? 

“We see by the light of thousands of years, 
And the knowledge of millions of men, 

The lessons they learned through blood and in tears, 
Are ours for the reading, and then 

We sneer at their errors and follies and dreams, 
Their frail idols of mind and of stone, 

And call ourselves wiser, forgetting it seems, 
That the future may laugh at our own.”

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— the vast amount of money that is being ex- 
pended in the Hudson-Fulton celebration now 
in progress is realized it seems most unfortunate that 
permanent features were not given more consideration. 
With the exception of the monument to Verrazzano 
erected in Battery Park to commemorate his discovery 
of New York Harbor some eighty years prior to Hud- 
son’s trip up the river that bears his name, the Memorial 
Bridge to be begun at this time, and the Hudson monu- 
ment also unfinished, and hardly a part of the celebra- 
tion, nothing will remain of all the lavish expense but 
a memory. It is very apparent that we have not yet 
reached a point in our national development, to derive 
the greatest benefit from occasions of this character. 
They are still considered and treated largely as com- 
mercial undertakings, which probably accounts for the 
organizations of artists and architects whose counsel 
and advice could have added so much being so gener- 
ously ignored in the present instance. 








E have before us a press synopsis of a new building 

code recently adopted by a city of the Pacific 

Coast, and which we are assured has had the sanction 
of a committee composed of architects, engineers and 
builders. Certainly if the combined wisdom and effort 
of the local representatives of these respective callings 
has been expended on the instrument at hand it is en- 
titled to careful consideration, if not, perhaps, unqualified 
and unquestioned acceptance. But even with our predis- 
position to approve, we find some clauses and provisions 
the reason for and justice of which we fail to fully com- 
prehend. For example, it is provided that steel skeleton 
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buildings more than twelve stories in height shall be 
equipped with metal or metal covered window frames 
and sash. A commendable provision, at least when 
applied with impartiality and reason. In another para- 
graph it is provided that a reinforced concrete skeleton 
building more than eight stories in height shall be 
equipped with metal or metal covered window frames 
and sash. Perhaps the extension of the requirement is 
in the direction of better, more permanent building, but 
from this distance the reason for varying the require- 
ment as between the two types of buildings is not readily 
apparent. And this is not the only instance which chal- 
lenges the attention of the casual reader of an inquiring 
turn of mind, and some preconceived notions of justice. 


SERIES of articles, or comments, which have 

lately appeared in the technical press, devoted to 
the subject of architectural copyright, seem to have 
aroused considerable interest among members of the 
profession. In view of the very great importance attach- 
ing to any plan, which would furnish some adequate 
measure of protection against architectural piracy, this 
interest is not surprising. Under existing laws in almost 
any country of the world, a purloiner of merchandise, or 
any article of value, however slight, if only it be in the 
nature of real or personal property, may be brought to 
account and punished in a manner that often appears, not 
only adequate to the offense, but in a measure exemplary. 
If, however, an unscrupulous person desires to appro- 
priate the ideas embodied in the plan or design of an un- 
usually attractive or successful building, he may do so 
with impunity, even to the extent of erecting numerous 
exact reproductions of the structure. Naturally enough 
this state of affairs has not commended itself to the pro- 
fession, and in the case of the International Convention 
of Architects, especially, it seems to have become the 
custom to pass resolutions demanding a copyright law, or 
other adequate means of protection for the intellectual 
property of the architect, somewhat commensurate with 
the protection afforded in other vocations. That done, 
the delegates disperse and little more is heard of the sub- 
ject, excepting an occasional comment in the technical 
press when a particularly flagrant case of piracy attracts 
attensxion, until the next convention when the commend- 
able resolution of the previous meeting is reiterated. 
While no exception is taken to such action, and it is prob- 
ably all that can be done in conventions, it is very appar- 
ent that until a plan is devised for further action, and the 
subject is pursued considerably beyond the resolution 
stage, very little relief can be expected. In the meantime 
the architect possessed of inventive genius and original- 
ity may expect to see his work imitated, and his buildings 
copied in a manner at once deadening to architecture and 
discouraging to the architect. The new copyright law 
just gone into effect in the United States, while offering 
protection to drawings themselves, apparently places no 
penalty or restrictions on the reproduction of either the 
successful features, or the entire building, by anyone 
who is so minded. In this respect it represents practi- 
cally no advance, and emphasizes the need of concerted 
action on the part of those who are most deeply con- 
cerned. To expect relief from outside sources in ad- 
vance of such action appears like a forlorn hope. 
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Ambiguous, or so-called “club or big-stick” clauses 
are not only unfair to all parties and certain breeders 
of trouble, but they also create a presumption that the 
architect himself did not know just what he wanted and 
so covered up his deficiencies by such phrases as “to be 
done to the entire satisfaction of the architect,” “in the 
best manner,” “as the architect shall direct,” etc. 

As samples of the extreme in ambiguity, the following 
are quoted from recent specifications : 

“The mortar used in the masonry and brickwork shall 
be made of hydraulic cement and sand, or lime and 
sand, or a combination of hydraulic cement, lime and 
sand, according as the architect may direct. It shall be 
mixed in such proportions and made and used in such 
manner, and within such time after mixing as he shall 
prescribe and direct.” 

“The architect reserves the right to add to the fore- 
going requirements at any time during the progress of 
the work such further restrictions as he may deem 
necessary to secure the best materials which can be ob- 
tained.” 

“No concrete shall be dropped from a height.” 

While these clauses may be unusual, it is none the 
less true that many contracts are drawn which do con- 
tain equally glaring defects and unfair requirements. 

Accuracy, as shown by experience, seldom comes with 
the first attempt, but it is more certain to be attained 
by an endeavor to improve past efforts. When prepar- 
ing a contract there is usually hardly time for a careful 
and thorough consideration of the proper wording of 
clauses. By having a form or model embodying the 
best results of past efforts, it can be looked over and 
corrected in leisure moments or as an idea occurs. 

Errors in the use of language are usually due more 
to carelessness than ignorance. The habit of using 
words with care is of great importance. 

Such expressions as “a fence is to be erected,” “a 
wooden floor will be placed,” are frequently used. Such 
expressions do not make it certain that the contractor 
shall do the work, but might be taken as a statement 
that such work will be done by others, and the contrac- 
tor is informed of the fact so that he can arrange his 
work accordingly. The expression “is to be” and “will 
be” should be avoided when they refer to work to be 
done by the contractor and “shall” or “must” be used 
instead. 

The words “provide,” “supply,” “erect,” “construct,” 
“furnish” and “install” are others often carelessly and 
indiscriminately used, and have been construed as cover- 
ing only a part of the work as “furnishing the materials” 
—the work to be erected by others, or “erecting the 
work’”’—which is furnished by others. 

As specifications are not intended to be literary com- 
positions, repetition is not bad form. For the sake of 
brevity and to avoid needless repetition the imperative 
tense is suggested for use throughout a specification, as 
“provide glass for all windows,” etc. At the outset and 
to prevent misunderstanding, it should be stated that 
wherever the imperative tense is used it shall be under- 
stood to mean “the contractor shall furnish all material 
and perform all labor necessary to —,” and these words 
shall be read into the sentence. 

The word “best” and the term “best quality” are 
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others freely used, but subject to very wide and diver- 
gent meanings, no two minds being exactly alike. If 
these terms were interpreted to mean “best quality of 
the grade for which the owner is paying,” there would 
be much less trouble. If the work was being done on 
a percentage basis and the owner was told what a literal 
compliance with “best quality” would actually cost him, 
there is no doubt whatever that the expression would be 
looked upon by the owner with disfavor, therefore, its 
free use in a specification for work which is not to be of 
the most expensive quality might be construed as a sign 
of ignorance on the architect’s part and is unfair to both 
owner and contractor. In order to limit its interpreta- 
tion within reasonable bounds the following definition is 
suggested : 

“The term ‘best,’ or ‘best quality,’ as used in this 
contract shall be taken to mean that there is no better 
quality or finish of material of the grade specified or, 
reasonably implied, obtainable on the market supplying 
the vicinity, or that there is no better class of work 
mentioned, reasonably obtainable.”

CLEANING OF BRICK FRONTS 


An expert in the sand-blasting trade who has operated 
on many buildings, on being asked as to the efficiency 
of the sand-blast upon soiled brickwork, said that he 
could not advise it except when the brick were extremely 
hard. When used against stone the blast does not re- 
move the original face of the brick, he said, “only the 
grime.” That is the aim of the skillful operator, But 
in the case of brick not extremely hard the result might 
be different. 

You can imagine that the force with which sharp 
sand can be driven through a fine nozzle is very great. 
If permitted it would actually cut a stone in two in time. 
In the case of granite, marble and cut stone the skillful 
operator preserves the original face of the block, but 
he cannot guarantee to do so with respect to all sorts 
of front brick. I would advise cleaning front brick 
with acid instead of sand blasting. The same opinion 
seems to be held abroad. The cleaning of brick fronts 
was the interesting subject of a paper recently read be- 
fore the German Association of Brick and Terra Cotta 
Manufacturers. The author protested against the use 
of sand-blast or other method by which the original face 
of the brick would be taken away, saying: 

“When the blast is used, and the face of the brick 
taken off, cleaned front will show a good appearance 
only for a short time, as the brick with the original face 
removed will be very much more porous than before, 
and absorb dirt more readily. The use of steel brushes 
is also very bad, and will not give a first class job. 

“The best method is cleaning the brick fronts with 
a solution of muriatic acid. The strength of the solution 
can be made to 1 in 12. When this solution is too strong 
for the brick acetic acid should be used. A good soap 
solution will, as a rule, take off all thick dirt, and the 
cleaning with acid solution can then be done easily.”— 
National Contractor and Builder. 
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This house is stuccoed on wood lath. The beams shown in the view of the living room are structural, and support the 
second story.

This handy volume, although small in size, covers 
briefly nearly the entire field of reinforced concrete 
construction. It would be of material assistance in 
formulating the design and finding the cost of a struc- 
ture with quickness and accuracy, and will be found in 
general a useful guide to concrete construction.

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The generally accepted use of glass applied as deco- 
ration to architecture is that of the stained glass window 
or screen. That there are other and equally artistic 
possibilities in the use of glass are instructively and en- 
tertainingly shown in this work. The book is not a repe- 
tition of facts frequently stated, but describes methods of 
cutting, sand-blasting and embossing or etching not 
generally known outside the ranks of the professional 
glass worker. For this reason we believe it is entitled 
to a place in the architect’s library. Knowledge of its 
contents will suggest. many forms for the use of glass 
in architectural work.

It has been often claimed that the secret of the ‘reten- 
tion of the brilliancy of color in the canvases of the 
so-called “old masters” is the fact that they ground and 
prepared their own pigments. 

The knowledge thus gained of the colors used taught 
them to avoid combinations that would in time, through 
atmospheric influence, “blacken” or deteriorate. 

It is similar knowledge as to the chemistry and 
physics of the material used that enables the architect 
to specify and select the many articles that go into the 
construction of his building. 

We regard Professor Munby’s book as a valuable aid 
to the architect and builder, and a very timely publi- 
cation. The style adapted by the writer is divested of 
ultra-technical terms as far as possible in a work of this 
character.

CORRESPONDENCE 


Certain claims of authorship in the Selfridge build- 
ing, London, made by our correspondent, Mr. Francis 
S. Swales of London, and printed in our issue of May 
19, have been challenged by Mr. R. Frank Atkinson, 
F. R. I. B. A., in a letter which we print herewith. We 
are unable to print the sheets of detail sent us, as they 
are in such shape as to be impossible of reproduction. 

Editors AMERICAN ARCHITECT. 
To the Editors of Tut AMERICAN ARCHITECT: 

My attention has been called to the article in your 
issue of May 19, 1909, referring to the Selfridge 
building, in this city, and I write to correct the misstate- 
ments by your correspondent, Mr. Swales. Messrs. D. 
H. Burnham & Co. and myself were originally ap- 
pointed joint architects, and I visited America by special 
request of Mr. Selfridge to inspect the principal stores 
in New York, Philadelphia, and Chicago, where in the 
latter city, I joined Messrs. Burnham, returning to this 
country with one of the partners; and in the first place 
I should mention that Mr. Selfridge knew what he re- 
quired, and practically set the general idea and scale of 
the building, even to the spacing of the columns—it 
being only a matter of perfect proportion and detail of 
the exterior for the architect. Sketch drawings were 
prepared and Mr. Selfridge employed Mr. Swales to 
prepare a perspective drawing of the exterior, introduc- 
ing some French detail; working drawings were pre- 
pared in Messrs. Burnham’s office by arrangement with 
me, but on being received here were found to in no 
way conform with the requirements of the London 
suilding Acts and the estates concerned, nor did they 
conform to my views as regards proportion and detail, 
especially of the exterior. The work was then placed 
entirely in my hands to act as sole architect, and the 
plans were changed to conform to the London Building 
Acts, and the elevation and interior re-designed. And 
to show the vast difference in proportion and detail I 
send for your publication 1-2-inch scale details as pre- 
pared by Messrs. Burnham and as detailed in my office 
and executed in the works. It will be particularly noticed 
that the ground floor piers and cornices are entirely 
changed, especially the angle pier, with its fine panel 
and cartouche; the proportion and design of the col- 
umns and entablature is correct, and the frieze windows 
have constructional stone mullions crowned by a really 
fine and interesting modillioned cornice with correct 
French wreaths on the frieze. Attention is also directed 
to the detail of the iron window frames between the 
columns as executed compared with that shown on 
Messrs. Burnham’s drawing, etc.; further, not one sin- 
gle drawing prepared by Messrs. Burnham was used, 
and every drawing employed in the execution of the 
work with the exception of the steel and concrete works 
was prepared in my office, the number issued being over 
three thousand. 

Mr. Bylander was responsible only for the steel and 


concrete works, and in no other way as regards the 
construction of the building. 

I think that this explanation of the facts will be suff- 
cient to show that Mr. Swales, who takes such credit 
to himself for the exterior, had nothing whatever to do 
with the design of the building, it being entirely due to 
the joint architects in the first instance, and not only in 
trivial details, but in its entirety of proportion and detail 
in execution to,

Miss Evelyn B. Longman, the New York sculptor, 
has lately been elected an associate member of the Na- 
tional Academy. She is the first woman sculptor to be 
elected to that position and the second to lay claim to 
the privilege. Bessie Potter Vonnoh achieved her right 
to the title through her membership in an affiliated soci- 
ety. Miss Longman is therefore the first feminine 
sculptor who comes in gratuitously as the choice of the 
electors in our American court of art. As it is custom- 
ary upon election to the Academy to exhibit some piece 
of work, Miss Longman displayed the bust of Col. Rob- 
ert Means Thompson, which will be presented to the 
Annapolis Naval Academy on the occasion of the un- 
veiling of the fine entrance bronze doors to the chapel, 
also modeled by Miss Longman and illustrated in the 
AMERICAN ARCHITECT, April 29, 1906. 

Though it was on her general merit and not on the 
modeling of the doors, for which, as an anonymous 
competitor, she won the $15,000 contract, this accom- 
plishment and the youth of the sculptor has won her 
wide renown. 


Sr. Paut Art Commission NAMED 

Mayor Lawler, of St. Paul, Minn., has named the new 
Art Commission of the city which is to have supervision 
in an advisory way only, of all public buildings, statues 
and structures to be erected or accepted by the city. 
The new commission consists of the following: Dr. 
Isaac L. Rypins, Thomas G. Holyoke, W. A. French, 
E. L. Masqueray and Rev. J. J. Lawler. 

The board consists of two architects, two clergymen 
and one expert in artistic decoration, thus composing 
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a board which will be of exceptional capacity along the 
lines needed by such a body. Although the state law 
providing for such a commission does not become effec- 
tive until next January, the Mayor states that owing to 
the numerous public improvements under way and the 
need of the board, that immediate action was taken. 


A GOVERNMENT WIRELESS STATION PROPOSED FOR 
WasurncrTon, D. C. 

The most interesting recent proposition in the pro- 
gress of wireless communication is the projected erec- 
tion of a tower by the United States Government from 
which messages can be sent with working accuracy 
over a radius of 3,000 miles. As the limit of distance 
seems to be fixed only by the power of the transmitting 
instruments and the height of the tower, it seems to be 
entirely feasible to establish a plant at Washington 
from which orders may be flashed to vessels in any part 
of the North Atlantic without the risk of misunder- 
standing in relaying, and the station will be well worth 
the considerable sum it will cost—Browning’s Maga- 
sine.

Park Row, New York City, announces a competition 
among the architects of the United States for the pur- 
pose of securing designs for the memorial of Robert 
Fulton, costing $2,500,000, and to be erected in River- 
side Park in the City of New York.

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city ‘buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage.-.We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

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CORRESPONDENCE 


Editors AMERICAN ARCHITECT: 

Gentlemen—I have noticed with much interest the 
communication of Mr. Thomas H. Morgan in your issue 
of June 23, commenting upon your editorial and the let- 
ter of “An Old Subscriber” regarding architectural con- 
ditions in the South. I agree with Mr. Morgan, that it 
is deplorable that so many of the talented young men 
of the South deem it best to go to the larger cities of the 
North to practice, yet the South is not alone a sufferer 
in this respect. 

This is a condition which obtains the world over. In 
all walks of life, and particularly in the artistic profes- 
sions, the talented Frenchman gravitates to Paris, the 
Englishman to London, the German to Berlin, as surely 
as the apple falls to the ground. 

In like manner the American gravitates to New York. 
This is a condition which will continue in the very na- 
ture of things. What we need here in the South as 
elsewhere in the “Provinces,” is not a crying out against 
the inevitable, a “baying at the moon,” but a hearty 
effort to meet conditions as they are and their improve- 
ment along possible lines. The “licensing of Archi- 
tects” is by no means a panacea and under that particu- 
lar phrasing is somewhat objectionable to one’s sense of 
dignity as though one were asked to take out a peddler’s 
license, but as a matter of fact the lawyer does not lose 
dignity from the fact that he cannot practice unless 
“licensed” by law, the physician still maintains his dig- 
nity although he has to pass an examination as to his 
capabilities before he is “licensed” to physic his neigh- 
bors. As I said in my former communication, the archi- 
tects license is but “a step in the right direction.” I 
quite agree with Mr. Morgan that “artistic designers 
cannot be made by law,” but surely artistic designers 
may be protected by law. Any law looking toward their 
protection is a law in the interest of the general public. 
In these days of “protection run mad,” when even our 
Democratic Georgia United States Senators are voting 
for “protection” on lumber, it seems to me that with the 
proper effort it ought to be possible, as it certainly 
would be desirable, to pass a proper kind of “license 
law” for the protection of architects.

CURRENT NEWS 


Tue A. I. A.’s ANNUAL VOLUME OF CONVENTION 
PROCEEDINGS. 

The official volume of the proceedings of the forty- 
second annual convention of the American Institute of 
Architects, held at Washington, D. C., December 15-17, 
inclusive, 1908, has just been received. This book has 
been edited by Mr. Glenn Brown, Secretary of the 
Institute. 

The main features of this convention, which in some 
ways was the most important, as well as the most inter- 
esting gathering of the Institute, were fully reported 
by the American Architect at the close of the sessions. 

This official volume, however, presents much valuable 
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information not heretofore available, including the ad- 
dresses delivered at the memorial meeting, held at the 
same time in honor of the late Augustus Saint-Gaudens. 
These are printed in full in this volume, which, with the 
reports of committees and the verbatim reports of the 
various debates, presents matter of interest to the pro- 
fession. 





THE Cuicaco ScHOoL OF ARCHITECTURE. 

The year book (1908-1909) of the Department of 
Architecture of the Armour Institute of Technology, 
has been issued, and presents in attractive form exam- 
ples of student work during the past school year. 

The examples illustrated are highly creditable to the 
school, its instructors and students, and the work ac- 
complished is worthy of commendation. 


Town PLANNING IN GERMANY. 

The deputation of the Housing Committee of the 
Birmingham City Council, who accompanied the party 
organised by the National Housing Reform Council to 
visit Germany in April to study examples of town plan- 
ing, have reported with reference to their tour. The 
authorities of the various cities and towns visited by 
the party made especial provision for explaining the 
work accomplished in connection with civic planning 
and development, and facilities were afforded to mem- 
bers of the party to inspect and study all aspects of 
their municipal undertakings. The cities visited by the 
party were Cologne, Dusseldorf, Wiesbaden, Frank- 
fort-on-Main, Wurzburg, Rothenburg, and Nuremberg. 
The report states: “The policy of the German. muni- 
cipalities in purchasing large areas of land, both within 
the city boundaries and immediately outside, has un- 
doubtedly facilitated their town-planning schemes. It 
would be practically impossible, because of the enor- 
mous cost entailed, for the municipalities of this coun- 
try to follow the Germans in the laying out of street’ 
of immense width through the already existing towns, 
but the general idea of their town planning could be 
adopted in this country without a great deal of altera- 
tion to the existing laws. Private interest in Germany 
is almost entirely subordinated to the interests of the 
community; but German landowners recognize that in 
town planning the interests of all parties concerned are 
studied, and the ultimate effect is that the value of 
their properties is improved, and much land made mar- 
ketable which would probably under individual devel- 
opment be of little value.” 

Tue New I[ractan Law Falits To PREVENT THE 

DESPOILING OF ARCHITECTURAL MONUMENTS. 

The stringency of the Italian law relating to ancient 
monuments and works of art is so severe that it defeats 
its own object, and it is practically impossible to prevent 
evasion, so that one is not surprised to hear that col- 
umns and capitals from the Temple of Apollo at Meta- 
pontum have been appropriated as building material. 
The neglect of the Italian Government—or perhaps one 
should say their financial inability—to deal with all the 
investigations and explorations desirable for the com- 
plete elucidation of Italian archeology and art has re- 
sulted in the shelving of work in Magna Grecia, and 
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hence no doubt such vandalism as has now been discov- 
ered. However, we understand that the Italian Govern- 
ment are about to take up the work in this part of Italy 
which they have, dog-in-the-manger-like, refused to al- 
low other nations to undertake.—Architect and Con- 
tract Reporter (London).

BOOK NOTE 


CRAFTSMAN Homes. By Gustav Stickley. 200 pp. 8 
x 11. Full canvas. Price, $2.00. New York: The 
Craftsman Publishing Co. 

This work appears to be a reprint in text and illus- 
trations of articles that have been published in various 
issues of the Craftsman. 

It does not seem probable that it will present to the 
architect any motives with which he is not already 
familiar and whose merits he has not thoroughly con- 
sidered. However, it is well, perhaps, to have attention 
thus centered, and to the lay reader it presents many 
decorative ideas of the house and its furnishings, which 
under the guidance of skilled architectural suggestion 
may be made adaptable to certain requirements. 

The preparation of this book has been excellently 
done. 


INDUSTRIAL 

A Wuite STAiNLess CEMENT Is To Be Desrren. 

In a recent book note in these columns, reviewing a 
work on the chemistry and physics of building material, 
it was mentioned that a knowledge of these that enabled 
the architect to specify and select the many articles that 
go into the construction of his building was most de- 
sirable. 

We are reminded of this by an interesting series of 
three pamphlets, issued by the Blane Stainless Cement 
Co., of Allentown, Pa. These pamphlets refer to the 
use of this procuct in structural art, in its application 
as a stainless cement, and also as to its adaptability in a 
plastic way in the manufacture of certain Cecorative 
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forms to which the ordinary cement has not been 
thought adaptable. 

To the chemist engaged in the experimental side of 
cement manufacture and having regard for the various 
uses to which cement might be put, the attainment of a 
perfectly white stainless cement has been the goal 
toward which he has labored. 

The Blanc Stainless Cement Co. believes it has at- 
tained this goal in the manufacture of its white Port- 
land cement, and they present in the pamphlets above 
referred to illustrations of many buildings of latest 
construction and of the most pretentious character. It 
is stated this cement has been used in these buildings 
and it is claimed has successfully substantiated the qual- 
ities enumerated above. 

Aside from the stainless characteristics which are set 
forth as the first of their product, the availability of this 
cement in the arts and crafts would open up a wide field 
for its use. 

Its utilization as a paint or final surfacing of brick 
and concrete is interestingly explained, and a palette of 
certain pigments that are best suited to this form of 
white cement would seem to present to the architect 
decorative possibilities for both interior and exterior 
finishes in color of large wall surfaces that are valuable. 

The pamphlets are splendidly printed and illustrated 
examples of the printer’s art, and can be had on request.

THE INLAND ARCHITECT 
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THe PATRIARCHITECT 

The subjects that were under discussion at the Con- 
gress of French Architects at Toulouse are, from our 
insular point of view, chiefiy interesting for their inci- 
dental revelation of certain points that are refreshingly 
novel. It became obvious, for instance, from the paper 
and discussion on assurance against professional risks, 
that the French architect is more subject to pains and 
penalties than is his professional brother in this country, 
and that, unless M. Gouault has miscalculated or has 
been misreported, the total amount of premiums paid 
by French architects for assurance against such exac- 
tions is 500,000 francs, which is estimated as represent- 
ing 2 per cent. of the architect’s fees. Apparently the 
architect of a French building is held accountable for 
everything that goes wrong; and, as if this burden of 
plenary responsibility were insufficient, the architect 
must needs take upon himself the solution of the appren- 
ticeship difficulty—a matter that our own architectural 
societies would regard as being the purely domestic con- 
cern of the builders. The French architect, however, 
seems to be regarded as the patriarch or patriarchitect 
of each tribe or clan of builders—the real architecton or 
chief builder—to whom all the rest may confidently look 
for both professional and paternal guidance. So was it 
in these islands in the days of old; but we seem to be 
getting further and further away from the old traditions. 
The fissures are not only widening, but increasing in 
numbers ; the newest “split” being that of the architec- 
tural assistants.—The Builder (London.) 


How Lone ts Fire-KrLtep TIMBER COMMERCIALLY 
VALUABLE ? 

How long will timber remain commercially valuable 
after it has been swept over by a forest fire? Timber 
land owners as well as the Federal Government are 
much interested in obtaining this information, and the 
Government has just begun an investigation of a large 
number of fire areas in Oregon and Washington in 
order to determine, if possible, the length of time which 
will elapse after a forest fire before the timber deterior- 
ates to such a condition as to decrease its commercial 
value. 

The agencies which cause timber to decay and encour- 
age the attack of wood borers are undoubtedly influ- 
enced to a greater or less degree by the intensity of the 
original fire and the climatic conditions ana altitude of 
the burned areas. 

All the information in connection with this investiga- 
tion will be obtained first hand by the Forest Service, 
either from Government timber land or from private 
holdings where logging operations are under way. 

In this connection the Forest Service has also un- 
dertaken an investigation to determine the relative 
strength of green and fire-killed timber. The material 
which is to be tested is being sawed at the mill of the 
Eastern and Western Lumber Company of Portland, 
Oregon, where it will be surfaced to exact sizes and then 
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transported to Seattle, where tests will be made in con- 
nection with the Forest Service exhibit at the A. Y. P. 
Exposition. 

The fire-killed trees which are to yield material for 
these tests were selected by representatives of the Forest 
Service on the holdings of the Clarke County Timber 
Company of Portland, Oregon, near Yacolt, Washing- 
ton. This timber was burned over seven years ago and 
represents fairly well the average of burned timber 
found in the Pacific Northwest. The logs, which vary 
from three to four feet in diameter, were sawed into 
32-foot lengths. These are being manufactured into 
16-foot floor joists and bridge stringers. 

The results of these tests are being anticipated with 
great interest by Forest Service engineers and by the 
lumbermen of the Northwest, because they are expected 
to disprove the opinion generally held regarding the 
strength of fire-killed timber. 





THE BEGINNING OF IRON 

It is commonly believed that the use of iron com- 
menced in either Africa or Asia, but Ridgeway, in his 
recently published work, “The Beginning of Iron,” states 
that the latest investigations prove that iron was not 
worked in Egypt until the ninth century before the 
Christian era, or in Lybia until 450 B. C., that the Sem- 
ites adopted its use still later, and that it has been known 
in Uganda only within the last five or six centuries. 
In China iron is first mentioned in 400 B. C. Bronze 
weapons were employed in China until roo A. D., and in 
Japan until 7oo A. D. According to Ridgeway, the 
metallurgy of iron must have originated in central Eu- 
rope, especially in Noricum, which approximately rep- 
resented modern Austria and Bavaria. Only at Hall- 
statt and in Bosnia and Transylvania, from which coun- 
tries the Achaians and Dorians are supposed to have 
migrated to Greece, are found evidences of a gradual 
introduction of iron, at first as an ornament applied to 
the bronze which it ultimately displaced. Everywhere 
else, iron was introduced suddenly—a fact which im- 
plies a foreign origin. Of course, Ridgeway does not 
assert that iron was unknown outside of central Europe. 
On the contrary, he states that meteoric iron was known 
in Egypt in remote antiquity, but that it was worked 
as flints were worked, by cutting or chipping, and was 
not smelted. In other words, it was the metallurgy, not 
the knowledge, of iron that originated in central Europe. 
—Scientific American. 


LarGE SToNE CoLtumMNs USED IN CONSTRUCTION 

Granite columns, said to be the largest thus far intro- 
duced in Chicago architecture, and among the highest 
stones ever cut in the United States, are being placed 
in front of the People’s Gas Light & Coke Company’s 
new building, which is being built at Michigan Avenue 
and Adams Street. There are to be eighteen of the 
great blocks of stone, forming a colonnade around the 
Adams Street as well as the Michigan Avenue side of 
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the building. Each of the big blocks is 26 feet 4 inches 
in length and 4 feet 2 inches in diameter. Each weighs 
thirty tons. 

They were quarried at Cape Ann and cut and pol- 
ished at Worcester, Mass. Special flat cars are being 
used to ship the big shafts to Chicago. 

Dust a THousAND Feet Tuick 

China has its “bad lands,” all dust and dreariness, and 
its irrigation wheels, and its “soul-appalling’” Gobi Des- 
ert, along whose southern boundary lies the Great Wall. 
William Edgar Geil, F.R.G.S., the first white man to 
explore the entire length of the Great Wall, continues 
in the August Harper's his interesting account of that 
remarkable structure and the country along its dragon- 
like path. In some of these regions the famous yellow 
dust of China lies to a depth of one thousand feet, and 
when the wind blows the whole landscape is obscured. 
Yet it is upon this dust that the fertility of Northern 
China depends. The Chinese call it “ginger powder.”— 
Ex.

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city ‘buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage.--We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It wowld be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

The effect of the certainty that the new tariff bill will 
practically place art on the free list is already being felt. 

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, that earnest collector of 
priceless antiques, has signified his intention of bring- 
ing to this country a large part of the collection now in 
his London house, and as these articles will probably 
find a resting place in this country in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in this city, it will further enrich that 
museum, which is already vieing in the value and com- 
prehensiveness of its collections with the oldest estab- 
lished museums abroad. 

Among the various art treasures that Mr. Morgan 
will probably transfer to this country is the famous 
Raphael canvas, for which he is said to have paid 
$100,000. 

It is seldom that the good effects of legislative action 
along the line of tariff regulation can be so readily seen 
and appreciated as in the case of the proposed placing 
of art on the free list. 

For years the Free Art League has been working to 
accomplish its purpose. It is a curious commentary on 
the mental processes of legislative bodies as a unit, that 
with very few exceptions every member of the Na- 
tional Congress has signified his approval of a measure 
placing art on the free list, but in spite of this there has 
always been the greatest difficulty in securing the de- 
sired action. Not until after years of education of the 
masses to a point where the public demand became in- 
sistent has Congress been willing to lend a listening ear 
to the plea for the admission of art objects free of duty. 


CROWN OF THE CAPITOL DOME 


Armed liberty, the magnificent statue that crowns the 
dome of the capitol, is by far the most symbolic of all 
the statues in Washington. Beautiful and reposeful, 
yet with an air of vigilance, it is perhaps the least ap- 
preciated of the city’s statues, possibly because of its 
being placed at such an altitude that it cannot easily be 
studied. The original plans of the capitol called for a 
statue to surmount the dome, but no title was then 
given it, and although more than half a century has 
elapsed since its erection, comparatively few people 
know its real name. 

The statue was modeled by Thomas Crawford, father 
of the novelist, the late F. Marion Crawford. It was 
cast at a Maryland foundry. Jefferson Davis was Sec- 
retary of War when the model was first presented at the 
War Department. The statue then wore a liberty cap and 
carried a bundle of rods. Davis objected to the liberty 
cap as being emblematic of emancipated slaves, while 
Americans were free born. He also thought the bundle 
of rods, suggesting the functions of the Roman lictor, 
had lost its symbolic character. Because of these criti- 
cisms of Setretary Davis, the model was changed, and 
“Armed Liberty” was evolved. 

The statue is nine feet six inches ta"! and weighs 
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14,985 pounds. It was put in place December 2, 1863. 
The head is thrown back and adorned with eagle’s beak 
and plumes. The right hand rests on a sword, and the 
left hand holds an olive branch and a shield. The man- 
tle is gracefully draped and is held by a brooch, bearing 
“U.S.” on its face. The helmet is encircled with stars. 
The supporting globe bears the legend, “E Pluribus 
Unum.”—National Contractor and Builder.

Goldner, secretary; L. A. Abramson, treasurer and 
financial secretary. 

The reports of the officers showed that the Atelier has 
been successfully launched, and its first season closed 
with a clean record for all problems submitted in com- 
petition with the other Ateliers. 

The membership committee reported that the mem- 
bership limit was rapidly being reached, and advised 
that prospective members file applications at once. 

The regular quarterly meeting of the San Francisco 
Chapter, American Institute of Architects, was held on 
the evening of July 15. Messrs. John O. Lofquist, 
Norman W. Sexton, Arthur D. Nicholson and Wm. A. 
Newman were elected to Chapter membership. The 
following names were placed in nomination as officers 
of the Chapter for the ensuing year: William Mooser, 
president; Louis C. Mullgardt, vice-president ; Sylvain 
Schnaittacher, secretary and treasurer ; William Curlett, 
Henry A. Schulze, trustees.

A New Frreproor FLooR CONSTRUCTION 

Among the more notable systems of fireproof floor 
construction presented for consideration of the archi- 
tect, appears that devised by Mr. Burchartz, and recently 
placed on the market. It is designated as the “Bur- 
chartz American System of Long-Span Crosswise Re- 
inforced Fireproof Floors,” and is handled by the 
Building Improvement Co., No. 1 Madison Avenue, 
New York. The essential features of the system differ- 
ing from other well-known types are two in number. 
First, the slab is supported at its four edges as it is 
reinforced in both directions as indicated in Fig. 2. 
The second essential feature consists of special forms 
of tile block used to fill in between the concrete joists. 
These blocks, indicated in Fig. 1, are made wedge

shaped, presenting when assembled a square block 
closed all'around. A flange-ow-their lower edge presents 
an. entire terra-cotta ceiling’ from below. It will be 
noted that these flanges serve to space thé blocks ac- 
curately when they are placed in position. After the 
blocks have been arranged, the reinforeement is laid in 
the spaces between the blocks, and concrete is grouted in. 

The advantages claimed. for the system are economy 
in cost of materials, ease of erection, soundproof and

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage. ,We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

Dors STEEL IMBEDDED CONCRETE PREVENT Rust? 


The effect of concrete in preventing the rusting of 
steel imbedded in it has been the subject of so much 
controversy that the light thrown on the matter by the 
electrolytic theory of corrosion is instructive. Accord- 
ing to this theory, iron can pass into solution only when 
an equivalent amount of hydrogen passes from the ionic 
to the gaseous state, and if the hydrogen concentration 
is reduced the rusting of the iron will be diminished. 
This is achieved by adding a strong alkali to the water 
which is in contact with the steel. According to Dr. W. 
H. Walker, the caustic lime given off by Portland 
cement in setting and hardening has this action, and 
iron or steel imbedded in concrete will not rust so long 
as this caustic lime is present. Unfortunately it is 
soluble in water, and it is therefore desirable to make 
the concrete containing steel reinforcement very dense 
since by so doing the protective properties of the con- 
crete will be maintained for the longest time. If the 
caustic lime is once dissolved out of the concrete, the 
metal will surely rust, according to Dr. Walker. This 
theory is completely in accord with experience, which 
has shown that dense concrete will protect steel, even 
when it was rusted before being imbedded in the ma- 
terial, while in porous concrete steel will sometimes rust 
rapidly —Ex.gineering Record. 


THE ORIGIN OF THE “Rop” As A BRicKWwoRK 
MEASUREMENT 

The Builders’ Journal contains the following inter- 
esting note :— 

A correspondent in “Notes and Queries” asked: 
“When the rod, which he assumed to be a land meas- 
ure, was first used for brickwork?” and the following 
week, in the Builders’ Journal, the retort courteous was 
made that possibly things might be reversed, and the 
question put: “When was the rod as a brick measure 
adapted to land?” 

Referring to this, Mr. Harry Hems, of Exeter, makes 
the following interesting observations :— 

“The origin of the rod, pole, or perch as a lineal and 
superficial measure has been traced to the rod, pole, or 
goad used to urge and direct a team of oxen pulling a 
plough. So it came about it was used as a convenient 
and handy land measure in feudal times by the lords 
in allotting plots of land for agricultural purposes to 
the villans and others. One rod wide and forty long 
(i.e., one furrow long, deep) built up a quarter of 
an acre. The furlong—or four poles wide, and 
the same depth, i.e., forty poles, one acre—was a 
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convenient length for a furrow before turning the 
plough. Of course, these lengths somewhat varied in 
different parts of the country where soils and agricul- 
ture varied, but gradually the slight variations grew 
less, and finally the present accepted statutory acre was 
evolved. Gunter’s chain of 66 ft. (ten square chains to 
the acre) was invented by the Rev. Edmund Gunter 
(1581-1626). He was a professor of astronomy at 
Gresham College, London, and ingeniously adapted it to 
facilitate decimal calculations in land measurements. 

“The use of the rod—in superficial measurements of 
brickwork—and lineally in hedges, ditches, and fences, 
followed as a convenient existing measure. A square 
rod is 272% superficial feet. There was an old Win- 
chester corn gallon (enacted in 1712) of 272% cubic 
inches, but this was not derived from the superficial 
rod. The old Winchester bushel was 2,150.42 cubic 
inches—omit the fraction, add one Winchester wine 
pint—said to have been added as an allowance for waste 
in grinding—28 cubic inches (also omitting fractions), 
and we get 2,178 cubic inches—divide by eight for gal- 
lons, and 272% is the result.” 

An old authority gives the length of the original rod 
—the ox-goad—as varying from 16 ft. to 20 ft. 

From the above it would appear the rod was origin- 
ally a land-measure.

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A BeautiIFUL PatHway THROUGH THE FAMous BLACK 
FOREST 

For the Héhenweg is no more nor less than a forest 
path, glorified and monstrously clongated, to be sure, 
but retaining all the charm of its fascinating prototype 
in irregularity of breadth, surface and texture. Mostly 
you find a soft, springy footing of leaf-strewn earth and 
forest mold, but sometimes there are long stretches, slip- 
pery with pine needles and, occasionally, rocks to scram- 
ble over. One ten-mile length there is of clean, grass 
terrace, and, beyond Triberg, you travel a considerable 
distance upon an unused, sandy road. 

A similar variety appears also in the breadth of your 
way. It may swell from a pleasant garden-path size to 
the full width of government macadam for a few rods 
and then, with a sudden, capricious turn into the woods, 
dwindle to a mere brown thread winding in and out be- 
tween the sheltering trees; or it may ramify, like a sort 
of dry delta, upon the hillside scarred with sheep and 
cattle tracks. In a word, there is nothing unpleasantly 
fixed or definite about its make-up. There is nothing 
that does not fit in nicely with a roving, holiday humor 
such as possesses the mind of a vacation pedestrian, and 
the only things connected with the Héhenweg that do 
not vary in their type are the “Wegzeichen.” 

Imagine, then, a forest path one hundred and fifty 
miles long, or ratler a connected series of paths and old 
wood roads, leading through forest and upland meadow, 
across rivers and among villages, up hill and down, in 
sunlight and shadow, tempting, fascinating, alluring, and 
you have at least an idea of the HGhenweg. You may 
expect anything you please. Your spirit is on tiptoe for 
adventure, and you have but to hold out your hand to 
Fancy, that good companion, and follow the Sign of the 
Road.—From “A Black Forest Pathway,’ by Frederick 
van Beuren, Jr., in the August Scribner (Fiction Num- 
ber). 


Wuy THE CHINESE WALL Was BUILT 

To describe the war-like use of the Wall properly, a 
military historian is needed, who can set forth accurately 
and technically all the strategy involved and the weap- 
ons employed. In default of him, a lay view may help 
the general reader. 

The very conception of a chain of thousands of strong 
block-houses, linked by a rampart, and stretching over 
more than a thousand miles, betokens a mind that can 
conceive great measures. Vast resources were needed 
to execute the idea and to defend the wall when once 
erected. A wall would need an army of workmen to 
erect it, an army of soldiers to defend it. The trowel 
might be laid aside in a few months, the sword must be 
ever ready. A mere wall without men behind it cannot 
delay an invader for a day. The Wall of China in- 
volved a standing army. Accordingly, China was the 
first nation to have a standing army, and historians say 
it numbered 3,080,000 men. 

There are signs in the brickwork that the towers were 
designed and finished first before any wall was erected.

The order was not, therefore, wall first and then towers 
on it; but towers, and then a curtain between them. In 
Cuba and in South Africa there was a time when it was 
found wise to erect rows of blockhouses near enough 
together to command the intervening space by rifle fire, 
and numerous enough to stretch for miles. The line of 
Chinese defence apparently began in the same way; 
only, as they had no missiles that could be thrown far 
and swiftly, a solid line of wall became needful at an 
early stage. We can imagine that each garrison would 
be charged to build a section of wall on to meet the 
builders from the next forts, and thus the time would 
not be idly spent in mere watching —W. E. GEIL, in 
Harper's Magazine for August.

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,000 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage.--We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be q@afte impossible to find one in which 
finé géfmanent architecture has been until quite 
recefitly a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

The protest lodged by the commanding officer of the 
Fifth Regiment of the Maryland National Guard, whose 
armory is at Baltimore, against the use of the armory 
building for the purpose of holding an art exhibition 
during April and May of next year, is most emphatic. 

It is claimed that aside from the fact that there is no 
legal reason why the State armory should be diverted 
to other uses than originally intended, an art exhibition 
during the months stated will deprive the militia of the 
opportunity for necessary instruction. 

The growing demand for exhibitions of the work of 
the arts and crafts and the acknowledged value of the 
educational features of these exhibitions, emphasizes 
the need, in the large cities, of an exhibition hall of 
adequate size to afford proper facilities. 

In New York City, aside from the Vanderbilt gal- 
leries, there is no building available for exhibicions. At 
the last exhibition of the National Academy it was nec- 
essary to secure the use of Mr. Frank Gould’s riding 
circle to house the overflow. 

The growing appreciation of good art in America is 
one of the surest signs of our advancement, anc the 
time has now arrived when, in all our larger cities, a 
proper building for the exhibition of art should be the 
duty of the municipality and not dependent on the gen- 
erosity of citizens. 

This building should not be in any sense a museum, 
with a permanent exhibition. It should be designed 
primarily with a view to wall space and proper lighting, 


and be available for transient exhibitions, public meet 
ings and all the functions of a town room, in the same 
way that these rooms are established in many small 
communities throughout the country. 


MILWAUKEE’s NEw Art CoMMISSION 


The necessity for a proper supervision of municipal 
art in the cities and towns throughout the country is 
becoming more apparent with each succeeding year. 
The object lesson, taught at great cost, where through 
well meant but poorly considered public zeal communi- 
ties have been compelled to submit to the introduction 
of displeasing buildings, public monuments and ‘other 
examples of the most atrocious taste, has awakened the 
communities to a proper sense of their duty in such 
matters. 

Milwaukee’s new Art Commission, provided for in 
the 1909 session of the State legislature, is soon to be 
appointed, and will begin its labors as a regularly or- 
ganized body in May, 1910. 

It might well be among the first duties of the Con- 
gress on National Art to secure from the various State 
legislatures the enactment of laws authorizing all com- 
munities of 10,000 people or more to appoint commis- 
sions with full power to protect their respective cities 
from the disfigurement so common in the past. 

Until this is done, and a commission of qualified 
citizens appointed to act for each municipality, we shall 
have much to regret that there is no way to curb the 
enthusiasm of individuals or bodies lacking in a true 
sense of the artistic qualities necessary in the embellish- 
ment of our public places. 


EARTHQUAKE RUINS GREAT CATHEDRAL 


The recent earthquake in Mexico wrought great dam- 
age to the cathedral in the City of Mexico, one of the 
world’s great religious edifices and the largest on the 
American continent. So badly shaken is the building 
that the authorities have condemned it as unsafe and 
reports say that it is little better than a ruin. 

The cathedral is located on the principal square in the 
city and occupies the site of the ancient Aztec temple. 
It covers a greater area than any other church in the 
western hemisphere and is surpassed in this respect only 
by St. Peter’s at Rome and the Spanish cathedral at 
Seville. The work of erecting the cathedral was begun 
in the last half of the sixteenth century and it was 200 
years later before the building was finished. Interiorily, 
the cathedral is richly ornamented. The railing of the 
choir is gold, silver and copper and is said to have cost 
$1,500,000. The walls alone cost $2,000,000. The build- 
ing is in the form of a Greek cross, 426 feet long and 
203 wide, with two great naves and three aisles, 20 side 
chapels and a magnificent high altar, supported by mar- 
ble, rich gold, silver and copper alloy serving as can- 
delabra.

The compe- 
tition will be open until December 10, when the commit- 
tee of judges will take the projects submitted under 
advisement.’ The government of Argentina is said to 
be especially desirous that American architects partici- 
pate in the competition because of the excellent relations 
that exist between the two countries.

BOOK NOTES 


Fue Leap AND Zinc PicMents. By Clifford Dyer Hol- 
ley, M.S., Ph.D. 12mo, 340 pages, 85 illustrations. 
Cloth, $3.00 net. New York: John Wiley & Sons; 
London, Chipman & Hall, Ltd. 

The statement in the introduction of Mr. Holley’s 


‘book, that there is annually manufactured in the United 


States one hundred and fifty thousand tons of lead pig- 
ment, and half that quantity of zinc pigment, resulting 
in more than one hundred million gallons of paint, is 
interesting as showing the magnitude of this industry. 
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Possibly no product is so little understood as paint, 
and in many instances where the best of materials have 
been specified the wearing and preservative qualities of 
the paint have been far from satisfactory. 

The reason for this is the lack of knowledge of the 
constituents that compose paint. 

In some instances chemical combinations are formed 
that by their reaction negative all the good qualities of 
the materials. 

This readable work is really a history of paint making 
from earliest times, and while it deals with the technical 
side of pigments and their use, the subject is divested 
as far as possible of abstruse terms and scientific ref- 
erence. 

The reader is thus able to avail of the essential facts 
set down and a perusal of the book will impart a wide 
information on a subject that is important, but not gen- 
erally understood.

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city ‘buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage.-.We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to. the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

AN OFFICIAL INTERPRETATION OF THE FREE ART 
CLAUSE IN THE New Tartrr—THeE Twenty-YEAR 
PROVISION TO BE STRICTLY CONSTRUED—NOTH- 

ING TO CONSTITUTE A WoRK OF ART 
Wuicnu Dors Nor MINISTER ‘TO 
AESTHETIC SENSIBILITIES. 

Acting Secretary Reynolds, of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, has come forward as an authority upon official 
zsthetics. There are two provisions in our tariff law, 
the one providing for the free admission of works of 
art over one hundred years old, the other for similar 
products more than twenty years old. The unsophisti- 
cated person might imagine that the effect would be 
the free admission of any work of art more than twenty 
years old. But such an opinion differentiates the un- 
tutored Philistine from the Treasury connoisseur. The 
regulations just issued discriminate ‘twixt tweedle-dum 
and tweedle-dee very nicely. The twenty-year provision 
is to be strictly construed. Under its terms,- nothing 
is held to be a work of art, which can, by any possibility, 
minister to aught but the zesthetic sensibilities. “Noth- 
ing suitable for purposes of utility,” so reads the edict, 
“such as tapestries, paper hangings, glass windows, or- 
namental clocks, chandeliers” or other furniture may 
gain free admission under this proviso. The one hund- 
red-year provision, however, is to be construed with the 
liberality which is of right paid to age. With the single 
exception of rugs and carpets which are denied free ad- 
mission though they might come from the palaces of 
the Pharaohs, any work of art over a century old is 
welcomed, despite its possible utility. Thus, if one 
buys a dozen Apostle spoons, he may bring them in, duty 
free, for kitchen use, if he chooses; but a lace handker- 
chief that was made subsequent to Fulton’s navigation 
of the Hudson is promptly charged with its appropriate 
duty. Secretary Reynolds seems to have answered with 
wonderful acumen the Conundrum of the Workshops.— 
The Nation. 


A ProposeEp MusEuM IN WESTMINSTER ABBEY—AN 
OpportuNIty TO REMOVE UNSIGHTLY EFFIGIES 
Tuat Have CaLcep Fortu CriticisM—PREvI- 
ous ATTEMPTS NOT SUCCESSFUL. 


There is, it appears, a proposal to set aside a portion 
of Westminister Abbey as a kind of museum of relics 
and antiquities. The suggestion is giving rise to a great 
deal of opposition ; one hardly sees why. The relics are 
already there, but are scattered and unclassified. The 
objection, therefore, can only apply to their assembly 
and classification, and perhaps to the probable charge for 
admission. This, it must be admitted, is suggestive of 
profanation, although, in reality, waiving the matter of 
charge, the question is merely that of distinguishing be- 
tween profanation dispersed and profanation congested, 
and one would prefer to leave it to be determined by 
the casuists. Our own view of the matter is, that while 
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we can have nothing to do with the purely pietistic as- 
pect of the case, we are so far concerned in tke Church's 
dictum of doing things “decently and in order” as to 
trust that whatever course may be adopted with respect 
to the Abbey relics may be taken with due consideration 
for the architectural dignity of the building. That ob- 
ject might possibly be best served by clearing out a 
large number of ugly and intrusive effigies, whether of 
bronze or stone, or wood or waxwork, which, for all 
the artistic or historical interest they possess, might 
without the least remorse be relegated to the nearest 
dust destructor. It is a pity that they were ever ad- 
mitted to the Abbey. The custodians of a temple of 
religion should not be allowed to accumulate a miscel- 
laneous collection of objects that invites comparisons 
with Madame Tussaud’s and the average local museum. 
Such objects, besides introducing too many elements of 
mundane distraction, detract from the purity and gran- 
deur of the temple as a building, interrupting its lines 
and falsifying its values. The proper course with both 
the Abbey and St. Paul’s would be to take the advice of 
the architects in making a general clearance of the in- 
appropriate objects, that, against all the canons of good 
taste, have been admitted to the sanctuary, at any rate in 
point of architectural propriety, they by no means de- 
serve. If it is the aim of the Abbey authorities to re- 
move such objects to the obscurity of some crypt or 
lumber-room, architects will feel no inclination to rise 
up in protest. Forty or fifty years ago, when a some- 
what similar proposal was carried into effect, Thomas 
Hood wrote a long and scathingly satirical poem against 
it; but, if memory serves us, the chief ground of his 
objection was the charge for admission. Still, if people 
can be got to pay for seeing the monstrosities that at 
present disfigure and profane the public parts of the 
Abbey, the only objection that we can see is that the 
system perpetuates the existence of a good deal of rub- 
bish that might be well destroyed.—The Builder (Lon- 
don). 
DEPOSITING CONCRETE FROM A HEIGHT 

So much has been said with regard to the height from 
which it is safe to deposit concrete in doing various kinds 
of work that the following particulars furnished that 
journal by a correspondent of the Engineering Record 
cannot fail to prove uf general interest, and especially 
to those having occasion to execute concrete work of 
various kinds: 

Not long ago I worked on a job where the concrete 
was dropped 35 feet. No pipe was used. The material 
was delivered in buckets by derricks and simply dumped 
into place from the top of the forms. By examining 
the completed work it was not possible to tell which 
concrete had been dropped 35 feet and which 5 feet. I 
am now employed on a job where the specifications 
state that no concrete shall be dropped more than 3 feet. 
As the work progressed it became evident that we could 
not comply with that clause. Accordingly, the distance

was increased until now we are dropping concrete 29 
feet, and the engineer is well pleased with the results. 

I wish to call attention to a reinforced concrete water 
tank built at Little Falls, N. J., by W. B. Fuller. This 
structure is 43 feet high and 10 feet inside diameter. 
The walls are 15 inches thick at the bottom and Io 
inches thick at the top. The tank was built in 8 hours 
and is a perfect monolith, all concrete being dropped 
from the top, or 43 feet at the beginning. The concrete 
was mixed very wet, the mixture being one part cement, 
three parts sand and seven parts broken stone. No 
plastering or waterproofing of any kind was used, but 
the tank was found to be absolutely water tight.—Na- 
tional Contractor and Builder,

ProGress oF Art EpucATION IN AMERICA—A REALIZA- 
TION OF Its COMMERCIAL VALUE STIMULATES 
INTEREST ON THE PART OF THE PEOPLE 

Mr. Henry T. Bailey, of Massachusetts, was the ac- 
credited representative of the United States in the third 
international congress for the advancement of drawing 
and art teaching, assembled at London last year. 

Mr. Bailey prepared a monograph on the subject of 
the Progress of Art Education in America, which has 
been published by the Department of the Interior. He 
takes the most optimistic view of the progress of art 
in the United States, and believes that in due time the 
results accomplished will be fully equal to those already 
attained in Europe. 

As Mr. Bailey states, the difficulty in the past has 
been to impress upon the masses the importance and 
the true relation of art to industry and the national wel- 
fare. 

It has taken many years to awaken the people to a 
realizing sense of the importance of a true appreciation 
of the principles governing true art, and it is a strange 
phase of. our national characteristic that it was only 
when its commercial value was realized that any interest 
could be aroused in art or art subjects. 


Tue Errect oF Arr AND Moisture Upon Steet RE- 
INFORCEMENT—A SERIES OF RECENT TESTS MADE 
IN ENGLAND SHOW INTERESTING RESULTS 
The increased use of reinforced concrete in every 
description of constructural work lends interest to a 
series of tests which have just been carried out in Ger- 
many with a view to ascertaining whether air and moist- 
ure entering through the ordinary tension cracks that 
cannot be avoided will cause rusting of the steel rein- 
forcement. The results tend to show that when the 
steel reinforcement has not been stressed to beyond its 
elastic limit the cracks formed in the concrete are in- 
sufficient to cause rusting. For carrying out the tests, 
beams 6 feet 3 inches by 8 feet 6 inches in cross-section 
and about 59 inches long, with the various kinds of rein- 
forcement in general use, were prepared. In each case 
the steel was situated 114 inches above the bottom of 
the beams and formed from 1.03 to 1.31 per cent of the 
area above the center line of the steel. The concrete 
was mixed in I :2:4 ratio, and 10.1 per cent of water was 
added. It was found that this amount was sufficient to 
give a quite plastic mass. The forms were not removed 
until 24 hours had elapsed. For three months the beams 
were then stored, some in the open air and some in wet 
sand, and water was sprinkled over them every day. 
During the next three months load tests were made on 
the beams with a view to finding the various physical 
properties of reinforced concrete beams—viz., first point 
of cracking, stress in concrete, stress in steel and ulti- 
mate strength. Of the total of 58 beams made, 26 were 
broken during the tests. The remaining beams under- 


went a rapid rusting test under load, which was usually

about the same as that to which the beam had been 
previously subjected. This load varied from consid- 
erably below up to the elastic limit. The gear consisted 
of levers for applying a fixed load to the beam at two 
points, and a mixture of carbon dioxide, oxygen and 
water vapor was passed through a sheet iron casing 
fixed round the middle third of the beam. In the 
greater number of cases the beams were kept in the 
rusting atmosphere from 7 a. m. to 4 p. m. for three 
consecutive days. The concrete below the steel was 
then chipped off, and the steel examined. In 27 cases 
no rusting at all was observed. All these beams had 
been subjected to loads causing stresses in the steel vary- 
ing from 18,000 pounds to 35,000 pounds per square 
inch. Where the steel had been stressed from 35,000 
pounds to 44,000 pounds, rusting was found to have 
taken place. The cement makers state that the compo- 
sition of the cement used in the tests was as follows: 
Silica, 21.86 per cent; alumnia and iron oxide, 10.3 per 
cent; lime, 62.5 per cent; magnesia, 1.67 per cent; sul- 
phuric acid, 1.69 per cent. On ignition it was found to 
lose 1.32 per cent, and the specific gravity was 311.45.— 
The Architect and Engineer.

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city ‘buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage.-,We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
coristruction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as 2 wkole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

AT THE END OF THE CHINESE WALL 

From the Inn of Increasing Righteousness we sent 
out three men to copy inscriptions at the Western Gate 
of the city and in the tube of the fortifications to the 
west, while Mr. Clark and I took mules and rode toward 
the real end of the Great Wall, which is not at Kiayii- 
kwan itself, but at a point fifteen /i southwest of it. 
During the journey thither no human being crossed our 
path, and there was not a house in sight the whole way. 
Five antelopes were the principal sign of life, as they 
hurried out of sight, and lizards, magpies and crows— 
of which there were some to be seen at the start—soon 
disappeared. There was nothing to attract the eye be- 
yond whirling spirals of sand and tufts of brown sage- 
brush, while the whole landscape was earth-color, save 
that on the lofty southern mountains there lay, as ever, 
the snow. The monotony would have been without re- 
lief but for the presence on the scene of the ruin whose 
end we were seeking—the ruin of the most stupendous 
achievement in Asia. 

When at last we reached the actual termination of 
the Wall, a surprise was in store tor us. The construc- 
tion does not abut the southern mountains but stops 
short on a precipice sheer down two hundred feet, as 
perpendicular as if cut by engineers to a plumb-line. 
Below flows the Big White North River. My com- 
panion dropped a stone, and counted eight pulse-beats 
before he heard the splash in the water below. 

As we stood alone here and mused, the light fell upon 
a brick-encased stone tablet, to see which we had trav- 
eled so far—a tablet erected long, long ago to mark the 
western end of that Great Wall, the stupendous achieve- 
ment of the mighty Emperor Chin. It bears a simple 
message in large ideographs, the purport of which is 
this, “The Martial Barrier of All Under Heaven.”— 
W. E. Geil. F.R.G.S., in Harper's Magazine for Sep- 
tember.

more expensive and elaborate buildings was almost 
prohibited by the excessive cost. Modern machinery 
and methods, however, have so reduced this cost that 
to-day plate glass not only becomes possible but its 
non-use in any but the cheaper type of buildings, such 
as mills, warehouses, etc., appears to constitute little 
less than false economy if all factors are considered. 

When it is realized that the difference in cost in the 
glazing of the two windows illustrated would probably 
not exceed $2 and that of placing one kind of glass or the 
other in the windows throughout a moderate sized 
house would not be more than $50 or $75, it is difficult

ever be justified. Full knowledge of the facts would 
seem to be sufficient to insure a much wider use and 
application of the Pittsburg Plate Glass Company’s 
product.
